The French war office admitted
that the allied forces had been
forced to fall back after
terrific fighting, but declared that
the situation In general was satis-
factory.

The German army headquarters
declared that the battle in the
go line district is pro ceding suc-
cessfully. Three Antwerp torts
were declared captured. It was
anounced that the left v.lng of the
Russian army had been defeated
and 2,000 prisoners taken.

Petrograd reported tliat the Rus-
sians were prepared to make an-
other attempt to invade East 3

Vienna declared that the Servians
and Montenegrins were being driv-
en from Bosnia. This was denied
by the Servians.

German forces have been en-
gaged by the French in the Belgian
Congo.

VON MACKENSEN OUITS

RUSSIAN FRONT TO LEAD

MEN TO CONSTANTINOPLE

Bucharest. Oct. 4. Field Mar-
shal Von Mackensen, with 250.000
troops withdrawn from the Russian
front, have arrived at the Serbian
frontier and will direct the Austro-Uemia- n

march on Constantinople,
accordiug to the newspaper
Epocha.

The Austro-Germa- ns have about
2.000 guns of aU calibers, the news-
papers reported. General Macken-
sen is said to. have established
quarters at Versecz.

The above report is not con-
firmed from any other source. It
is a fact, however, that Uie Austro-Germ- an

center, commanded by
Von Mackensen, has been making
no progress against the Russians
for about ten days, although the
Russians were not presumed to be
in large force east of Plnsk. Dis-
patches from Swiss sources stated
that the troops for the Balkan
campaign were being withdrawn
from Mackensen's army.

French troops have made fur-
ther progress In the continuation
of the general offensive movement
on the western front. ' The Paris
war office reports advances in the
forest of Givenchy and at Hill No.
119, where the allies are thrust-
ing at the defenses of Lens.

French airmen have been act-
ive behind the German lines anda squadron of them has dropped
forty shells of heavy caliber on
the railroad station at Metz.

The situation in the Balkans
continues tense.' An announce-
ment by the official government
organ at Athens indicates that
French troops have been landed
at Saloniki to assist Greece. This
announcement is regarded as re-
solving all doubts as to Greeceentry into the war.

The Greek government has
seized the Macedonian railways,
an official announcement says.
Besides the Russian ultimatum
giving Bulgaria twenty-fou- r hours
to dismiss German and Austrian
officers now with its army, it is
reported in Rome that the quad-
ruple entente powers, acting
jointly, will present a note to Bul-
garia demanding that she explain
her attitude.

According to Bucharest reports
von Mackensen is on the Serbian ,

WATCH OUT FOR FROST!

Weather Man Says "Old Xlpper" la
Due in Kansas Tonight.

Better cover up your plants to-
night, or take them in the house, for
the weather man says there will b a.
frost. It probably will not bo heavy
enough to injure corn, but may kill
the sweet potatoes and smaller
plants. The forecast calls for gen-
erally fair weather tonight and
Tuesday; cooler, with frost tonight.

The mercury climbed to 77 degrees
Sunday afternoon but a northwest
wind which started at 2 o'clock
brought a decided drop in tempera-
ture. At 7 o'clock this morning the
reading was 49 degrees and the mer-
cury only reached 51 nt 9:30 o'clock.
The wind made 15 miles an hour last
night and continued at that rate thin
morning.

A large range in temperature is pos-
sible on this date Is shown by compar-
ative readings. The highest reading
on this date was 9 2 degrees in 1898
and the lowest 35 in 1889.

A cold wind from the northwest thit
afternoon kept the mercury down, and
at 2 o'clock the temperature who only
56 degrees. The temperature tomor-
row morning will be down to 4 0 de-
grees, according to the prediction of
S. 1). Flora, local observer. There iw
also a probability that the frost will
be heavy.

There will be no thirty cent
gas in Kansas this winter under
the decision of the state su-

preme court which today held

that the gas rate making power
was vested in the public utilities
commission. It was denied by
the court that an interstate com-

merce issue was involved or that
Judge Flannelly of Montgomery
county had the right to fix rates

for the Kansas i

Natural Gas company.
The court's decision is a vic-

tory for the public utilities com-

mission on every important is-

sue. While a writ of mandamus
is denied at this time, the con
templated increase in rates by
the gas company is set aside.

Ask Another Hearing.
Relief mav be sought by the gas

company through an application for
another rate nearing. The order of
the court makes clear that the com-
mission must allow a reasonable rate
and on this finding the receivers may
take new hope. Failing- to ask an-

other heaving, the case will then
doubtless ero to the supreme court of
the United Stnte-s- .

The reference to "Albanian troops"
is somewhat difficult of explanation,
as there is no established Albaniangovernment, although Italy virtually
has claimed control of the country

der the command of Essad Pasha, for-
mer provisional president of Albania,
were fighting with Mirdites, members
of an Albanian tribe. It is possible
the Mirdites may be the troops whohave occupied Essad.

GUN PLAYFEARED

Mexican Witness in Reyes Mur-

der Trial Searched in Court.

Attorneys for Accused Man
Warn Officers Against Trouble.

A sensational turn developed in the
murder case against Cristobal Reyes,
a Mexican, in the second division of
the district court today when Rafael
Espinoza was searched by Joe Hol-ma- n,

deputy sheriff, for a gun. It
was feared that Espinoza might start
shooting in the court room because
he said to be particularly bitter
against some of the witnesses in the
case. Kvery precaution is being tak-
en by the sheriff s force to keep the
Mexicans quiet and preserve order in
the court. The searching of Espinoza
was a sort of safety first movement
on the part of Holman.

Espinoza has the reputation of be-
ing the worst Mexican in town," said
Holman, in explaining his reason for
searching the man. "He was follow-
ing, Cristobal Reyes the day Reyes
shot and killed Ysidro Ortiz. You can
never tell what those Mexicans will
do and we wanted to oe sure that he
was not carrying a weapon. I did not
find a gun on him."

Evidence in the case which was in-
troduced this morning showd that
Cristobal Reyes and killed
Ysidro Ortiz at the home of Thomas
Alonzo, 132 Klein street, on the eve-
ning of September C, Labor Day. The
detense admits the .jhoc-tir- "out plans
to show that Reyes shot Ortiz in self
defense. The attorneys for Reyes
brought out the fact that Ortiz was
reaching for his revolver when
Reyes shot him.

Reyes Unconcerned.
Reyes watched the trial this morn-

ing with ai parent unconcern. On his
lap sat Napoleon Lopez, 3 5 ears old.
Reyes is the boy's godfather. The
youngster slept peacefully through the
trial with his little black haired head
nettled on Reyes's shoulder.

BOMB MAN ON TRIAL

Matthew A. Schmidt Arraigned In
Times Dynamiting Case.

Los Angeles, Oct. 4. The trial of
Matthew A. Schmidt, on a charge of
murder in connection with the dyna-
miting of the Los Angeles Times
building, October 1, 1910, was begun
tocay before Judge Frank R. Willis.
David Caplan, arrested last February
in Seattle, a few days after Schmidt's
arrest in New York, was given a sepa-
rate trial on a similar charge.

The scene of the trial is the court
room where James B. McNamara
pl'-ade- d guilty to the same charge four
years ago, and his brother, John J.
McNamara, to the charge of dyna-
miting the Llewellyn iron works.

Among the more important wit-
nesses for the prosecution will be
Ortie E. McManigal, a conspirator,
who was arrested in Detroit in 1911
with James B. McNamara and who
later turned state's evidence: He has
been living in Honduras since the Mc-
Namara trial, according to the prose-
cution.
